And thoughasyet,ſome of you havenot known, witneſſed, nor felt God , ſoto reigh 
andrule &c.inand overyou,yet God will, in patience poſeſs your ſoules; Therefore in 
thelight of God,(fay I, againe) wait and be till, that at all times you may know, and 
hearethe voyceofGodinyon, from Satans; and feel the power of Godin you, tlat 
reſiſteth evill, and the Appearances,and motiones,thereof, for that onely, will make 
the evill onetoflie; It's God Zmmanzel, God with, andin us. 

Then $hall you bekeptalivein Gad, and inperfectpeace whoſe mindes are ſtayed on 
thee, O Godot life light, ſtrengh, power, andglory, yecin that peace (and domi- 
ion over all deceit) that paſiethali underſtanding, which will continually keep your 
hearts and mindesalive, inthe knowledg and loveof God, Amen. ſofare ye well.
